I  have  again  the  pleasure  of  presenting  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  3mur  district,  and  of  submitting  the 
statistics  relative  thereto,  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1906. 


Birth  Rate. — D  tiring  the  past  twelve  months  the 
returns  of  the  local  Registrar  shew  that  115  births  have  been 
registered  as  having  occurred  in  the  district,  of  this  number 
62  were  males  and  53  females,  being  at  the  of  17'42  per 
thousand  persons  living.  The  births  registered  were  dis¬ 
tributed  over  the  various  wards  of  the  district  as  follows  : —

The  birth  rate  for  the  different  years  since  the  formation 
of  the  Urban  District  is  as  follows  : —

The  Death  Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  from  all 
causes,  and  at  all  ages,  registered  in  the  district  was  94  ;  to 
this  number  must  be  added  the  deaths  of  residents  occurring 
in  Public  Institutions,  (Workhouse ;  Infirmary  ;  and  In- 
fe(51;ious  Diseases  Hospital)  ;  situated  outside  the  district,  6 
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in  number.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  of  persons  usually 
resident  in  the  distridf,  is  therefore  100  ;  of  this  number,  49 
were  males,  and  51  females. 

Two  deaths  occurred  in  the  Holly  Mount  Poor  Law 
Schools,  which  are  situated  in  the  Greenmount  Ward  of  the 
district.

Mortality  over  the  age  of  one  year  and  under 

the  age  of  five  years. — The  number  of  deaths  occurring 
between  these  ages  was  6,  giving  a  death  rate  of  *91  per 
thousand.  In  1905  the  death  rate,  under  this  head,  was 
•465  per  thousand. 

Mortality  over  the  age  of  five  and  under  fifteen 
years. — The  number  of  deaths  occurring  between  these  ages 
was  3,  giving  a  death  rate  of  *45  per  thousand.  The  death 
rate  for  1905  was  *465  per  thousand. 

Mortality  over  the  age  of  fifteen  and  under  the  age 
of  twenty-five  years. — The  number  of  deaths  occurring 
between  these  ages  was  4,  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  *60  per 
thousand.  The  death  rate  for  1905  was  *310  per  thousand. 

Mortality  over  the  age  of  twenty-five  and  under 
the  age  of  sixty-five  years.  — The  number  of  deaths 
occurring  between  these  ages  was  45,  equal  to  a  death  rate 
of  6*81  per  thousand.  The  death  rate  for  1905,  was  6*045 
per  thousand. 

Mortality  amongst  aged  people,  over  the  age  of 
sixty-five  years. — The  number  of  deaths  in  this  group  was 
24,  giving  a  death  rate  of  3*63  per  thousand.  The  death 
rate  for  1905  was  4*185  per  thousand. 
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Bakehouses  (4).  I  have  during  the  year  visited 
these,  and  found  them,  on  the  occasion  of  my  visits,  clean. 
No  sanitary  defedfs  have  been  reported  in  connection  with 
them.  One  application  for  permission  to  use  a  room  as  a 
bakehouse  has  been  made  during  the  year,  and  the  same 
acceded  to  by  the  Health  Committee. 

Slaughter  Houses  (5).  These  premises,  which  are 
all  private  slaughter  houses,  have  been  well  conducted,  no 
complaints  having  been  received.  These  places  have  been 
cleanly  kept,  and  the  slaughter  of  animals  has  been 
humanely  condudted. 

I  have  visited  one  farm,  with  the  Sanitary  Inspedfor, 
(Mr.  L.  Kenyon),  to  inspect  the  carcase  of  a  beast  intended 
for  sale  for  human  consumption,  the  carcase  being  sound, 
sale  was  permitted. 

In  this  connection,  I  may  mention  that  the  slaughter  of 
beasts  intended  for  food,  and  whose  flesh  is  consumed  at  the 
Holly  Mount  Schools,  is  carried  out  at  the  Bury  Abbatoirs. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes.  -Thirty-one  new 
houses  have  been  erected  in  the  district  during  the  year — 
18  in  Walshaw,  7  in  Hawkshaw,  4  in  Greenmount,  and  2  in 
Chapel  Ward.  The  construction  and  principle  of  the  houses 
is  good,  and  the  erection  of  the  houses  has  been  sanctioned 
by  the  Council  after  an  examination  of  the  plans. 

I  think  the  Council  ought  to  adopt  bye-laws,  based  on 
the  model  bye-laws  of  the  Local  Government  Board  ;  if  this 
is  done,  and  the  principles  referring  to  the  out  premises  and 
back  yards  of  houses  enforced,  fewer  complaints  would  be 
received  from  the  occupiers  of  property  as  to  the  condition 
of  the  ashpits,  and  of  nuisances  referable  to  these  offices. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  overcrowding  reported, 
but  in  one  or  two  instances  the  limit  has  been  quite  reached. 

The  average  number  of  persons  per  house  is  4*G. 
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There  are  no  Registered  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
district. 

The  condition  of  the  yard  spaces  in  the  rear  of  houses 
requires  attention,  these  should  be  flagged  or  asphalted  ;  in 
many  cases  only  a  footway  leading  from  the  yard  gate  to 
the  back  door  of  the  house  being  flagged  or  paved,  and 
consequently  the  soil  is  in  many  cases  soaked  with  slop  water, 
and  in  all  cases  is  liable  to  become  saturated  with  it. 

I  would  again  urge  the  Council  to  attend  to  this  most 
important  particular. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — Nine  deaths  have  been  registered 
as  being  due  to  Zymotic  causes.  The  death  rate  of  this 
group  is  1'36  per  thousand. 
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Infectious  Diseases. — During  the  past  year  19  cases 
of  Infectious  diseases  have  been  notified,  of  which  number 
7  have  been  removed  to  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Bury.  The  premises  have  been  disinfected  after  removal  of 
the  patients,  or  after  recovery,  in  cases  where  patients  have 
been  treated  at  their  own  homes,  by  the  Sanitary  Inspedlor.

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Scarlet  Fever. — This  disease  has  not  been  as  prevalent 
as  was  the  case  last  year,  but  it  has  again  accounted  for  the 
largest  number  of  notifications,  viz.-:  13;  of  this  number,  7 
were  removed  to  the  Joint  Hospital  at  Bury,  the  remainder 
being  treated  at  home. 

In  the  month  of  November,  the  disease  threatened  to 
become  Epidemic  in  the  Greenmount  distridi,  but  the 
removal  of  the  cases  to  the  Hospital,  and  the  fumigation  of 
the  Schools  and  premises  in  which  the  cases  occurred, 
prevented  any  further  extension  of  the  disease. 

(See  Table  HI  for  distribution  of  cases). 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified  as 
having  occurred  in  farm  houses. 

Chicken  Pox. — I  have  noticed  a  few  cases  of  this 
disease  during  the  year,  but  it  has  not  been  epidemic. 

Measles. — Cases  of  this  disease  have  occurred 
sporadically,  but  the  disease  has  not  been  epidemic. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup.— One  case  of 
the  latter,  (m.c).,  has  been  notified  from  Chapel  Ward  ;  this 
case  terminated  fatally.  The  case  could  not  be  traced  to 
contaminated  milk,  the  causation  of  the  disease  being,  in 
my  opinion,  due  to  defedls  in  the  drainage. 
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Enteric  Fever. — Two  cases  of  this  disease  have  been 
notified,  one  in  Walshaw  Ward  and  one  in  Greenmount 
Ward,  both  having  a  fatal  termination.  In  both  these 
cases,  sanitary  defecfls  were  found  which  contributed  to  the 
causation,  in  one  case  a  new  pipe  drain  has  been  put  in. 

Small  Pox. — There  h  ave  been  no  cases  of  this  disease 
notified. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — I  have  from  time  to  time, 
visited  tlie  farms  in  the  district,  and  am  glad  to  notice  a 
marked  improvement  in  their  condition.  Two  new  farm 
houses  have  been  built,  one  at  Reynolds  Bank,  and  one  at 
Meadow  Nook  ;  and  the  re-construction  of  another  cowshed 
is  approaching  completion.  Endeavours  are  being  made  in 
two  other  cases,  to  augment  the  existing  water  supply  in  the 
outlying  portions  of  the  district,  by  the  sinking  of  deep  wells, 
and  in  the  better  treatment  of  Sewage,  which,  in  the  past, 
had  been  allowed  to  find  its  way  into  the  open  ditches. 
The  water  supply  to  farms  has  been,  on  the  whole,  satisfac- 
tor}^  with  the  exception  of  the  month  of  August,  when, 
owing  to  the  exceptionally  dry  weather,  water  had  to  be 
carted  to  some  of  the  farms. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order,  1885, 
has  been  adopted,  and  will  shortly  come  into  operation  in 
the  district. 

The  average  air  space  in  cowsheds  is  about  600  cubic 
feet  per  head. 

Water  Supply.  The  water  used  for  domestic  and 
drinking  purposes  is  supplied  to  the  districfi  by  the  Bury  and 
District  joint  Water  Board,  from  their  reservoirs,  and  has 
been  satisfactory  during  the  year,  with  the  exception  of  the 
supply  to  the  Hawkshaw  District.  Complaints  having  been 
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received  at  frequent  intervals  from  this  locality,  chiefly  in 
regard  to  the  insufficient  quantity  supplied  ;  as  mentioned  in 
previous  reports,  the  supply  of  water  to  this  particular  part 
of  the  district  is  an  intermittent  one,  which  is  an  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  arrangement,  but  at  present  it  is  the  only  method 
available.  The  Water  Board  have  undertaken  the  work 
of  constructing  new  reservoirs,  and  these  are  nearing 
completion,  after  which  the  probabilities  of  a  regular  and 
continuous  supply  will  be  assured.  As  regards  the  quality 
of  the  water  supplied  to  the  district  generally,  I  think  there 
is  a  marked  improvement,  although  exception  must  be  again 
made  for  the  Hawkshaw  portion  of  the  district. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage.  —  The  condition  of  the 
sewers  continues  good,  and  the  system  of  drainage  effective  ; 
there  has  be  no  alteration  in  the  plan  of  treating  sewage  at 
the  works,  viz.,  by  settlement  in  tanks,  precipitation,  and 
subsequently  land  filtration,  the  system  having  been  found 
to  work  well,  and  the  state  of  the  effluent  is  described  as 
fair. 


A  new  sewer  256  yards  long  has  been  constructed  in 
Back  Club  Row  Street,  which  will,  I  think,  obviate  man}^ 
difficulties  in  dealing  with  nuisances  associated  with 
defective  house  drainage  ;  this  sewer  replaces  an  old  rubble 
drain,  which  ran  from  one  end  of  the  street  to  the  other, 
under  occupied  houses  and  outbuildings. 


Another  sewer  32  3’ards  long  has  been  construffied  in 
the  Walshaw  portion  of  the  district. 


Improvements  in  the  method  of  dealing  with  sewage  in 
the  Greenmount  section  have  been  made,  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Surveyor  (Mr.  L.  Kenyon). 
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Scavenging. — This  has  been  efficiently  carried  out 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  nuisances  and  complaints 
arising  from  want  of  attention  to  the  proper  emptying  of 
ashpits  will,  I  think,  on  comparing  the  number  this  year  with 
those  of  former  years  (contained  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report),  shew  a  continued  improvement. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  I  think  the  con¬ 
tractors  should  be  requested  to  use  authorised  “tips” — a 
negledl  of  this  instruction  will  cause  trouble  in  the  future. 

There  is  also  some  carelessness  in  connecflion  with  the 
disposal  of  vegetable  and  animal  refuse  (greengrocers’  refuse) 
complaints  having  been  made  to  me  by  residents  who  live 
near  the  tip.  Refuse  of  this  kind  should  be  burned.  The 
best  method  of  effedlively  getting  rid  of  this  kind  of  refuse  is 
by  the  provision  of  a  small  destrucftor. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

I  have  visited  each  of  the  different  factories  and  work¬ 
shops  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

The  industries  carried  on  in  your  district  consist  of 
Weaving  (6),  Calico  Printing  (1),  Cloth  Bleaching  (2), 
Cotton  Waste  Bleaching  (1),  Iron  Foundry  (1),  and  Steam 
Laundry  (1). 

There  is  also  a  Wheelwright’s  Workshop,  and  two 
Millinery  Establishments,  in  which  latter,  for  some  portions 
of  the  year,  young  persons  (females)  are  employed. 

Weaving. — The  Tottington  and  Woolfold  Manufac¬ 
turing  Company,  whose  works  is  situated  in  Walshaw  Ward, 
and  is  the  largest  works  in  the  districft. 
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The  mill  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  calico,  and 
437  persons  are  employed  in  the  preparation  and  weaving  of 
cotton  fabrics. 

The  workrooms  were  at  the  time  of  my  visit  clean,  and 
whitewashing  is  periodically  done. 

The  airspace  seems  sufficient  for  the  number  of  persons 
employed,  and  the  ventilation  of  the  room  is  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  special  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire, 
but  there  are  alternate  exits  other  than  the  main  one  in  case 
of  emergency. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  are,  in  my  opinion,  sufficient, 
and  are  well  cleaned  and  emptied  regularly. 

Spring  Mill  (Messrs.  Wm.  Hoyle  &  Co.  Limited).— 
Situated  in  Chapel  Ward,  and  also  engaged  in  the  manu- 
faffiure  of  calico.  Three  hundred  and  ninety  persons  are 
employed  at  these  works,  of  which  number  two-thirds  are 
females. 

The  airspace  in  these  works  is  sufficient,  and  the  venti¬ 
lation  seems  satisfactory.  The  different  rooms  are  clean, 
and  are  wlntewashed  about  every  twelve  months. 

The  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  are,  I  think, 
sufficient,  and  there  exists  a  special  means  of  escape  from 
that  part  of  the  works  which  is  two  storeyed. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  are  14  in  number,  nine  for 
the  use  of  females,  and  five  for  the  use  of  males,  with  a 
urinal  for  the  latter.  The  apportionment  of  these  con¬ 
veniences  requires  some  alteration,  too  many  being  allotted 
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to  the  men.  Means  exist  on  the  present  site  for  making  five 
more  closets  for  the  females,  which,  in  my  opinion,  would 
be  then  sufficient. 

Bleaklow  Mill  (Messrs.  W.  Rigg). — These  works  are 
situated  in  Hawkshaw  Ward,  and  are  engaged  in  cotton 
spinning,  weaving,  and  doubling.  The  number  of  persons 
employed  in  these  works  is  154. 


The  sheds  and  workrooms  at  this  mill  were  again  very 
clean  and  well  kept,  and  the  places  are  regularly  lime- 
washed. 

The  airspace  and  ventilation  are  also  satisfacTory. 

The  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient. 

The  sanitary  conveniences,  13  in  number,  are  clean  and 
very  well  kept,  and  are  quite  sufficient  for  the  number  of 
persons  employed. 

Kenyons  Mill  (Mr.  J.  Worrall). — Situated  in  Hawk¬ 
shaw  Ward,  and  employing  about  33  persons  in  the  weaving 
of  towels.  This  manufadlory  is  three-storeyed,  and  the 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  beside  the  staircase,  consist 
of  doors  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  room  to  that  where  the 
staircase  is  situated.  Ventilation  is  carried  out  by  windows 
opening  at  the  top;  the  airspace  is  sufficient  for  the  number 
employed. 

The  sanitary  conveniences,  situated  at  the  rear  and 
outside  the  mill,  were  clean  and  regularly  emptied. 

Bleachworks  (Twobrooks,  Bleachers’  Combine). — 
Situated  in  Hawkshaw  Ward  and  engaged  in  the  bleaching 
of  cotton  fabrics.  The  workrooms  are  clean  and  in  good  order. 
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The  airspace  is  sufficient  and  the  ventilation  in  good 
working  order. 


The  drainage  of  the  floors  where  wet  processes  are 
conducted  is  satisfactory. 


The  sanitar)'  conveniences,  six  in  number,  were  for  the 
most  part  clean. 


151  persons  are  employed  at  these  works,  of  which 
number  83  are  males  and  71  females. 


Kirklees  Bleachworks  (Mr.  John  Rothwell). — Situ¬ 
ated  in  Green  Mount  Ward,  employing  53  persons,  and 
engaged  in  the  bleaching  of  cotton  waste.  The  processes 
are  dusty  in  the  earliest  preparatory  stages  of  the  work,  but 
care  is  taken  to  prevent  excessive  accumulation  of  dust  in 
the  air  of  the  rooms.  The  airspace  of  the  rooms  is  sufficient 
and  the  ventilation  good.  The  drainage  of  the  floors  in 
rooms  where  wet  processes  are  carried  on  is  satisfactory. 
The  sanitary  conveniences,  two  in  number,  were  clean  and 
regularly  emptied. 


Glen  Mill  (Messrs.  Kenyon  &  Sons). — These  works  are 
situated  in  Walshaw  Ward,  and  are  engaged  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  cotton  (calico). 


190  persons  are  employed  at  this  establishment,  of  which 
number  148  are  females. 


The  premises  are  oA^an  and  limewashing  is  done 
annually. 
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The  airspace  is  ample  and  ventilating  of  the  rooms  good. 

The  sanitary  conveniences,  11  in  number,  are  situated 
outside  the  works,  and  are  constructed  on  sanitary  principles 
and  material.  They  were  clean  and  have  been  regularly 
emptied  and  are  sufficient  in  number.  There  are  no  special 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

Brookhouse  Mill  (Bury  Commercial  Co). — Situated 
in  Green  Mount  Ward,  employs  ]83  persons,  of  which 
number  141  are  females,  and  engaged  in  the  manufacffure  of 
calico.  The  workrooms  and  sheds  were  clean,  and  white¬ 
washing  is  done  annually.  The  airspace  and  ventilation  is 
satisfactory. 


The  sanitary  conveniences,  eight  in  number,  six  for 
females  and  two  for  males,  were  clean  and  have  been 
regularly  emptied. 

Tottington  Mill  (Calico  Printers’  Combine). — These 
works  are  situated  in  the  Green  Mount  Ward,  and  are 
engaged  in  calico  printing,  dyeing,  etc.,  together  with  the 
trades  required  in  the  preparation  of  materials  for  the 
above-mentioned  trade  (calico  printing),  i.e.^  bleaching  and 
engraving.  This  firm  employs  435  persons,  of  which  number 
30  are  females. 


The  airspace  in  these  works  is  sufficient  for  the  numbers 
employed  in  the  various  rooms,  and  the  means  of  ventilation 
is,  generally  speaking,  satisfaClor}^ 


The  drainage  of  the  floors*in  the  bleaching  and  dyeing 
departments,  where  wet  processes  are  carried  on,  is  good. 


The  sanitary  conveniences  were  clean,  and  had  been 
emptied  when  I  inspected  them. 


Iron  Foundry — Situated  in  Church  Ward,  and  employs 
about  10  persons.  The  business  consists  in  the  manufacture 
of  iron  castings.  The  airspace  and  ventilation  is  good. 


The  sanitary  convenience  was  clean. 


Steam  Laundry. — Situated  in  Walshaw  Ward,  and 
employs  21  persons,  of  which  number  20  are  females. 


The  premises  were  clean,  and  the  airspace  and  venti¬ 
lation  sufficient  for  the  number  of  persons  employed.  There 
are  two  sanitary  conveniences  on  the  water  carriage  S3^stem, 
both  of  which  were  clean. 


Stormer  Hill  Bleachworks  (Bleachers’  Combine). — 
Situated  in  Church  Ward,  and  engaged  in  bleaching  and 
dyeing  cotton  cloth.  These  works  are  well  kept  and  very 
clean,  and  limewashing  is  regularly  done.  This  branch 
employs  132  persons,  of  which  number  45  are  females. 


The  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  are  ample. 


Drainage  of  the  floors  has  been  provided  for  in  the 
departments  where  wet  processes  are  carried  on. 


The  sanitary  conveniences  are  situated  outside  the 
workrooms.  There  are  seven  of  tliese  places,  four  being  set 
apart  for  females.  These  conveniences  have  been  regularly 
emptied. 
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A  register  of  the  different  factories  and  workshops  in 
your  distri(5f  is  kept. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  subjoining  the  report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Lawrence  Kenyon).

During  the  year  the  farms  in  the  district  have  been 
visited  periodically^  and  improvements  have  been  effected  at 
two  farms,  and  the  reconstruction  of  a  cowshed  is  in  pro¬ 
gress  at  another. 


Alterations  are  gradually  being  taken  in  hand,  and 
more  interest  is  being  taken  by  the  farmers  with  regard  to 
the  housing  of  the  cattle  under  better  hygienic  conditions, 
and  when  the  Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and 
Milkshops  Order,  1885,  come  into  operation,  it  is  hoped  the 
farmers  will  co-operate  witli  the  Council,  and  endeavour  to 
carry  out  the  regulations. 
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The  five  licensed  Slaughterhouses  in  the  district  have 
been  regularly  visited,  and  the  provisions  relating  to  clean¬ 
liness  and  removal  ol  the  offal  are  complied  with,  and  the 
meat  continues  to  be  of  good  quality. 

One  case  of  slaughtering  a  beast  under  adverse  circum¬ 
stances  occurred  at  a  farm,  and  the  carcase  was  examined, 
along  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  passed  as  fit 
for  human  consumption. 

In  connection  with  the  removal  of  house  refuse,  which 
is  performed  under  contract,  there  have  been  emptied  since 
March  81st,  1906 — 1064  ashpits,  2155  pails,  23  cesspools. 
The  work  continues  to  be  satisfactorily  performed,  and 
complaints  have  been  less  numerous  during  the  year  under 
review.
